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Sicyos angulatus Linnaeus, a native of North America, was introduced to 
Japan about thirty years ago as a noxious naturalized element. At present, 
this troublesome weed has generally well-established in sunny moist places 
along the river banks. Recently, plants with spineless fruits have been found 
among the populations of normal forms in Mie Prefecture, Central Honshu, 
in 1977 by Mr. H. Ohta.
